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THE DAY IN PARLIAMENT. 


THE FALSE PROPHET DEFEATED IN 
A PITCHED BATTLE. 


Lord Dufferin Sails from Constantinople for Alex- 
andria—The Times Opp ses the Proposed 
Honor to Longfellow—The French Rioters 
and Rochefort—Italian Elections. 


Lonpon, November 2.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon, Mr. Trevelyn, chief 
secretary for Ireland, replying to Mr. O’Kel- 
ly, said that the issues of the New York Irish 
National of August 26th, September 9th, Sep- 
tember 16th,September 30th, October 7th, Oc- 
tober 14th and October 2igt had been stopped 
because they contain direct incitement to the 
murder of public officers. Mr. Gladstone 
said the government thought that a contribu- 
tion should be demanded from Egypt for the 
expenses of the British occupation. It will 
be necessary:“he said, to ask for a farther vote 
before winding the matter up, but he had no 
reason to believe the vote would be large. 


Mr. Healey moved an adjournment of the 
house in order to call attention to the action 
of the sub-commission under the land 
act in interrupting tenants while giving 
evidence. Mr. ‘Thomas Dickson, liberal, de- 
clared that the court of valuers produced dis- 
satisfaction among the tenants. Mr. Parnell 
said he believed that the administration of 
the act would never give satisfaction to the 
tenants, but it was useless to discuss the ques- 
tion on a motion for adjournment. He 
hoped that the necessity for a discussion wa~ 
now proved, and that an opportunity would 
be given for it at the present session. Mr. 
Trevelyn defended the commissioners and the 
valuers. He said that the farms were being 
examined much more carefully than before. 
Mr. Gladstone said he could not now under- 
take to appoint a day for the discussion. 
When the procedure debate was more 
advanced he would see what he 
could = do. Mr. Healey withdrew 
his motion to adjourn, but Mr. O’ Donnell 
continued the debate. Mr. Stafford North- 
cote asked whether the government could 
continue the occupation of Egypt without 
the authority of parliament. Mr. Gladstone 
declared that the occupation was the result 
of the war. The use of the word ‘'war’ by 
Mr. Gladstone created a general demonstra- 
tion in the house, as he has hitherto denied 
that England was at war with Egypt. The 
discussion on the landact valuers having 
dropped the debate on the cloture rules was 
resumed, Mr. Gibson’s amendment to the 
cloture rules substituting two thirds majority 
for a bare majority, proposed by the govern- 
ment, was rejected by a yote of 522 against 
238, 
PARNELL HELPS GLADSIONE OUT.

The debate on Mr. Gibson’s amendment to 
the closure rule was prolonged until a late 
hour. After speeches by Messrs. Arthur, 
Balfour, Labouchere, Newdegate and Chap- 
lin, Mr, Parnell addressed the house. He 
thought the closure rule would increase 
rather than diminish tbe friction of parlia- 
mentary. business, and would stimulate the 
tendency of the house of lords 
to throw out measures coming 
from the comimons, especially when passed by 
the application of the closure. ‘‘But.’’ he 
continued, ‘‘disagreeable as it was, the Irish 
members would go into the same lobby 
with the government. They had deter- 
mined to vote against Mr. Gibson’s amend 
ment, buton the other question of closure 
or no closure they left themselves free to 
act as the party. might determine. Sir 
Stafford Northcote followed Mr. 
Parnell with a speech strongly oppos- 
ing the new rule. e maintained that the 
closure in any form was objectionable, and 
expressed surprise that the radicals should 
iend a hand to proceedings which would 
assuredly react on themselves. 
He declared in conclusion 
that the closure would diminish the confi- 
dence which existed tween the members 
and the speakerof the house. The Marquis 
of Hartington repudiated the insinuations 
that the government had negotiated. with the 
Irish members for their support. Hedid not 
believe that the rule proposed would inflict 
any injusticeon the opposition or that the 
liberals would ever suffer from it 
when in opposition. He was contident the 
rule would have a healihy temdency in pro- 
moting the transaction of business and rais- 
ing the character of the debates. 

The house then divided on Mr. Gibson’s 
amendment, substituting as requisite for a 
declaration of closure, a two-thirds majority 
for a bare majority proposed by the govern 
ment, was rejected, the vote standing 238 in 
favoroftheamendment, and 322 against it. The 
Irish members in a body voted with the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Callan explained that they did 
so in obedience to a decision of the party, not 
as supporters of ccercioa and atrovious gov- 
ernment. He added that the resolhtion by 
which the party had decided to go with the 
government in this division was only adopted 
by the casting vote of its chairman,

THE YELLOW FEVER. 


Ringing of Bells In Pensacola--The Terrors of the 
Situation in Meir. 

Pensacona, Fuia., November 2. — Seven 
new cases of yellow fever and one death are 
reported to-day. There is reason to believe 
that the repost of new cases is imperfect. 
One death occurred at the Nix settlement on 
Peidedo bay. Dr. Martin, of the navy, who 
has been prosecuting an investigation of the 
origin and propagation of the fever, on be- 
half of the National board of health, is one 
of the new cases, havirg been attacked last 
evening. ‘He has every attention from the 
board of health and his personal friends. 
The continued warmth of the weather causes 
much disappointment and apprehension, 
but thus far there is but _lit- 
tle aggravation of the ig emer 
yestilence. The long silence of the church 
bells was broken vesterday (All Saints’ day) 
by the ringing of the bell of the Episcopal 
church. The negroes, who were last to dis 
continue their tintinubulation, and required 
repeated orders from the city authorities to 
idetk a suspension of it, having quietly fol- 
lowed the example of the whites, and a re- 
newal of the noisy nuisance, while many still 
lie sick, is threatened. 

A FRIGHTFUL CONDITION, 

BRowNSVILLE, Texas, November 2.—The 
city is being thoroughly disinfected and clear- 
ed of everything that was supposed tainted 
with yellow fever. Doctor Randolph Matas, 
in a letter to friends here, says that the mor- 
tality from fever at Mier was horrible, and 
the fright so great from it that parents desert- 
ed their afflicted children, and children their 
parents. The weather is very hot. 


General Grant Has Not Declined. 

Wasnincton, November 2.—The report that 
General Grant has declined the appointment 
of commissioner to negotiate in conjunction 
with Mr. Trescott, the other commissioner, a 
commercial treaty with Mexico, having been 
generally circulated, your correspondent call- 
ed at the state department to-day and inquir- 
ed into the truth of the report and the in- 
quiry elicited the fact that the state depart- 
ment has no information that Grant has de- 
clined the appointment. | 

Mr. J. Trescott was also seen about the 
matter, and he said that he had no knowl- 
edge that led bim to think that Grant intends 
to decline. At the state department the idea 
was advanced that it was not definitely de- 
termined yet whether our commissioners 
would go to Mexico, or the Mexican commis- 
sioners- would come to Washington. In 
speaking on this point Mr. Trescott said the 
imoression on his mind was that the Ameri- 
can commissioners were to go to Mexico. 


Frauds in Philadelphia. 

PHILADELPHIA, Noveinber 2—Extensive 
frauds and irregularities have been discover- 
ei in theregistration of voters in this city. 
In one house, corner of Penn street, only 5 
out 36 persons registered were found to be 
legal voters. An examination of the list 
made in tne eighth division of the fourth 
ward by John Harrity, democratic assessor 
and John Mooney United States supervisor, 
show that 140 persons have been returned as 
voters from the houses on Alaska street be- 
tween Fith and Sixth streets. An effort was 
made to subpiena these people, anc fifty 
names taken from the list only four were 
found. Twenty-five letters were sent through 
the post oftice and twenty of them were re- 
turned. Attorney-General Brewster has tel- 
egraphed Marshall Keins to make a thorough 
investigation where fraud is suspected, and to 
cause the arrest not only of the supervisors 
and assessors but of the election officers. 


Kelakaua Recruiting His Little Nation. 

San Francisco, November 2.—The Plant- 
ers’ company have been holding their annual 
meeting in Honoluiu.. They have made ar- 
rangements conjointly with the government 
to introduce a Jarge number of immigrants. 
About 5,000 Japanese are expected in the 
next twelve months; also 2,000 Portuguese 
and 1,000 German. The government pays 
he passage of women and children. At the 
present rate of importation the customs re- 
ceipts will be fully $500,000 a year. The ex- 
ports from the kingdom during the twelve 
months ended September 30 last were a little 
over $17,000.000—a largerexport in- proportion 
to the population than that of any country 
in the world. The incoming sugar crop is 
now estimated at 150,000,000 pounds. 


The Interment of Mr Whitney. 

New York, November 2.—The funeral of 
the late Charles A. Whitney, agent of the 
Morgan line of steamers, who was connected 
with many railroad enterprisesin which Mr. 
Morgan was engaged, took place here to-day, 
from the church of the Transtiguration. The 
services were conducted by Rev. Dr. Heugh- 
ion, assisted by Bishop Gallagher. They 
were largely attended. The remains were ta 
ken to Greenwood cemetery for interment. 


The Vermont Legislature. 

MoNTPELIER, Vt., November 2.—In the 
senate a bill was introduced giving the gov 
ernor the appointment of a board of railroad 
ecommissionérs, to be confirmed by the senate. 
The board have a general supervision of all 
railroads in the state, and power to investi- 
‘gate the cause of accidents. The present 
office of railroad commissioner is abolished by 
the bill. Itis bardly probable that the bill 
will pass, as it entails too much expense, ~~

The only 
Witnesses examined were Wm. Kk. Brown, 
the juror who it is alleged was corruptly ap- 
proached, and George 0. Miller, a detective 
of the Metropolitan police. Nothing of great 
importance was élicited. 

A Knoxville Fire. 

Knoxviitte, Tenn., November 2—The 
Merchants flour mills in this city; owned by 
Jasper Lillie, was totally destroyed by fire 
this afternoon. The fiames were caused by 
the friction of the machinery. The loss is 
estimated at about $25.000, half covered by 
insurance. A large quantity of grain and 
flour was destroyed and adjacent buildings 
were damaged.

THE KENTUCKY FIGHT. 


TROOPS AND CITIZENS. 


Twenty-Five Men Seize a Steamer and Intercept the 
Military Guard of the 4shiand Murderers— 
A Sharp Fire, in Which Several are 
Kilfed . and Many Wounded. 


CrncinnaTI, November 2.—The Com- 
mercial’s Ashland, Ky., special says that yes 
terday afternoon twenty-five men and boys, 
partly intoxicated, seized the engine and 
car and went to Catlettsburg, against the ad- 


, vice of the sober men, who last night gaye up 


all hope of getting the prisoners from the 
military. When they reached Catlettsburg 
they made no effort to capture the prisoners, 
who were safely placed on the steamer Gran- 
ite State at3 p.m. The crowd then hastened 
back to Ashland, and about twenty of them 
went to the ferry boat, and by threats they 
compelled the captain to put out to intercept 
the Granite State. Their attitude was so 
ridiculous and their case so _ hopeless 
that. the affair would have been a farce 
but for the reckless discharge of a little 
revolver in the hands of one of the boys on 
the ferry boat. It was answered atonce bya 
volley from the soldiers. The balls pierced 
the boiler and the escaping steam completely 
disabled the mob. By this time a great 
crowd had gathered on the banks and in 
the houses. The soldiers turned their guns 
on them and fired without rovocation. 
Here the mischief was done. Three were 
wounded on the ferryboat, while all the oth- 
ers in the casualty list were of the peaceful 
people on the shore. The killed were 
George Keener, James McDonald, Colonel 
Reppert, an infant in its mother’s arms, un- 
known. The seriously wounded were Jobn 
Baugh, Charles Balinger, Willie Serry, Will 
Springer, Mrs. Serry, Graham Randall, Rob- 
ert Pritchard. The slightly wounded were 
Martin Dunlap, Alex Harris, John Gallaher, 
Julius Sommers, Thomas Bird, Mrs. B. Butler 
A. H. Dickson, Thomas Demarara, N. E. 
Ball, Dr. Hills, Martin Gear, Robert Lowther 
and J. W. House. Colonel Reppert was a 
highly respected citizen, 70 years old. Mrs. 
Butler was a quarter of amile away attending 
a meeting to organize a public reading room. 
The citizens regard the firing on the ferry 
boat as justifiable, but have no words to ex- 
press their indignation at the firing at peace- 
able citizens. One account sent to the Ga- 
zette says thatthe ferry boat signalled the 
Granite State to land when she came along- 
side the ferry, and then the pistol was fired on 
the ferry. After that the soldiers on the 
Granite State fired only one volley into her 
and then turned and fired on the people on 
shore, and kept it up while in range. The 
story of the soldiers is not heard yet. John 
Lass was also killed. The baby killed was 
Mrs. Mart Dunlap’s child. 

MAJOR ALLEN’S VERSION OF TILE ENGAGEMENT. 

LEXINGTON. Ky., November 2.—Major Al- 
len, whocommanded the troops that escorted 
the prisoners, Craft and Neal, from Catletts- 
burg to this city, has made a report regarding 
the attack by the mob on the steamer Granite 
State. Major Allen has for his command re. 
turn tickets over the Chesapeake and Ohio 
railroad, and he intended to go back that way, 
but believing it to be unsafe he made arrange- 
ments with the captain of the Granite Siate, 
which went upto Huntington that evening. 
to take them on her return trip to Maysvelle 
that night. The troops were ip expectation 
of an attack from the mob from the land, 
and were under the strictest 
guard Atil2o’clock Wednesday noon the 
order was given ior the troops to move down 
to the river front, Major Allen having learn- 
ed iff yhe mean time that amob from Ashland 
was on its way to Catlettsburg. The troops 
down to .the river front, the 
prisoners marching with the guard detail,and 
with two companies to assist in guarding 
them to the wharf-bout. The remainder of 
the troops were posted on a hill which com- 
mands theriver front. The different compa- 
nies had already been placed in position, 
when the train arrived from Ashland, closely 
packed witha mob. This train stopped in 
full view of the artillery and McCrary guards, 
A delegation of twenty-five or thirty men ap- 
proached the troops, and called for Major 
Allen. 

A PARLEY WITH THE MOB. 

He advanced towards them, about 100 yards 
in front of the troops. The committee rep- 
resenting the mob said to him that they came 
from Ashland for the purpose of taking Neal 
and Craft peaceably, if possible; if not,-then 
by force; that they were two thousand strong, 
and could overpower the troops easily. This 
demand was positively refused, and Major 
Allen stated that the troops came simply for 
the purpose of upholding the law, and in 
obedience to orders, and not to bulldoze or 
impose on the rights of any county, that 
they did pot desize a difficulty with anybody, 
especially Kentuckians, and Would flot p&F | 
ticipate in any difficulty unless it was forced 
on them, and thatif any difficulty occurred 
the responsibility for the results must rest 
upon the mob. The committee then stated 
that if the troops escaped from Catlettsburg 
with the prisoners, 2,000 or 2,500 determined 
men, supported by a boat containing four 
cannons, would meetthem. The interview 
then ended. 

THE MEETING ON THE RIVER. 

The troops were withdrawn to the steamer 
Granite State under the cover of the cannon, 
which were turned towards the mob, until 
every soldier had embarked, and were then 
dragged down the hill andintothe boat. The 
boat then left for Ashland with the troops } 
and prisoners, and at thé same time the mob 
boarded the train and started toward Ash- 
land. When the boat arrived ‘within a mile 
of Ashland, the train camein sight and ran 
along the track, which skirts the river front 
at that point, at the same speed as the boat. 
A great *number of shots were fired from the 
train at the _ soldiers, but the range 
was too great, and the shots fel] short. The 
shots were not responded to by the troops, 
the commanding officer ordering that no 
shots be fired until necessary as a means of 
defense. Just as the Granite State approach- 
ed the Ashland ferry a boat, containing, it is 
supposed about one hundred men, armed 
with muskets, rifles and shot guns, steamed 
from the land and approached the Granite 
State. The latter did not land, but passed 
on. When nearly opposite to the Granite 
State,and from two hundred to’three handred’ 
yards distant, a great many shots were fired 
from the ferry boat at the troops, wounding 
several of the soldiers. 

THE COMMAND Tw FIRE. 

The command was then given forthe 
troops to return the fire. which they did, and 
a quick and spirited conflict ensued for four 
or five minutes. The smokestack and hurri- 
can deck of the Granite State were well per- 
forated by bulletsfrom the mob. Four or 
five soldiers were wounded, though not seri: 
ously. The fire of the troops was directed 
entirely at .the ferry-boat containing the 
mob, not at the crewd collected on the bank, 
which was very large and apparently very 
enthusiastic in supporting the mob on the 
ferry-boat. In the engagement the ferry- 
boat was soon silenced, and after the mob en 
her hai ceased to fire not a single shot was 
fir.d by the troops. The commanding oflicer, 
while regretting that he was compelled to take 
such strong and deadly measures, feels that 
they were forced upon him, and that the re- 
sponsibility for the unfortunate, results rests 


| entirely on the men who attempted to take 
the law into their own hands. Many shots 


were fired before ani during the conflict by 
persons on the opposite side of the river at 
short range, but it was by individuals and not 
| by organized bodies, and their shots were not 
returned by the soldiers. 

THE CONDUCT OF THE TROOPS APPROVED.

Frankrort, Ky., November 2.—The Mc-

proved. Governor Blackburn says that he 
sent the troops to palettes — the ap- 
plication of Judge Brown, and while deepiy 
sorry for the dead and wounded, he could not 
lay blame on the troops,and if an application 
is madein Febrnary he will send twelve 
regiments, if necessary, to uphold the laws. 


NOT PRKESSNTI, BUT GUILTY.

The jury signed a _ peti- 
tion for executive clemency. 

BirMINGHAM, Ala,, November 2.—A special 
to the Age, from Huntsyille, Alabama, says: 
“In the case of Dick Liddell, on trial for con- 
spiracy in connection with the Mussel Shoals, 
Alabama, robbery, committed by Frank and 
Jesse James, and Bill Ryan, the court sus- 
pended sentence, and fixed $1500 
bonds for the prisoners appearance 
at the next term of court. This action is said 
to. be taken to avoid’fixing on Liddell the im- 
putation of sentence and _ conviction, 
afuhe is a valuable witness in sev- 
era} other cases against the James 
gang, and may also be need- 
cd: at Huutsville, to testify against Frank 
James, should the latter be placed on trial 
forthe Muscle Shoals robbery. It is expected 
that Liddell for this reason will either re- 
ceive pardon or that sentence wilt be indef 
initely postponed.

Thurman received one ball in 
the right fore arm: and the other in the right 
side. The assassins then fled. Thurman 
claims to have pectuained the man who shot 
hign, and has taken steps for his arrest. Thur- 
man is not thought to be fatally wounded.

Destruction of the Alhambra by Fire Last Night-

clésed on the account of the death of William 
Hi Borst, one of the proprietors, which oc- 
curred Wednesday nitght.. Edward Mahal- 
isha, his partner, residéd on the third 
fldor, and his wife was in delicate health, 
but she managed _to escape. The ‘in- 
terior of the building was like a tinder 
bo x, the flames spieadin?'? | 
aXG bursting through tre@woof threatened dan- 
ger to the adjoining building.

In transmitting this my final message to 
the legislative branch of the state government 
in compliance withthe requirement of law 
and custom, I perform the duty with the 
deepest of gratitude to the Giver of all good, 
and with elated feelings in view of the state 
of ourbeloved commonwealth. We have 
never had better reason for congratulation 
at our present condition, or for hopefulness 
of the future of the state than we claim at 
this time. In our recent history our retro- 
spect has often been of the saddest, while 
the prospect had but scanty promise. 

The strain to which our powers of endur- 
anceand recuperation were subjected, was 
such as to dispirit the most hopeful and res- 
olute, and our deliverance from the ordeal 
that threatened to overwhelm and destroy 
us, seams to have been achieved by a wisdom 
above that of man. 

Without arrogance or vain glory let us re- 
joice that under the signal blessing of Provi- 
dence we are pressing on to take our place 
abreast of the most advanced states in Christ- 
endom, and with an intense love of the arts 
of peace and a generous emulation of older 
arid more favored commonwealths, we are es- 
tablishing and diffusing among our citizens 
the most potent and beneficial agencies and 
methods for the development of the highest 
civilization. 

We may justly claim for our state that in 
every department of our industry our people 
are prospering and advancing. In ouragricul- 
ture—in our mining operations— 
in the introduction and mul- 
tiplication of mechanical establish- 
ments—in the wonderful extension of our 
umber interests—in the marked improve- 
ment in the heathfulness of our state, we 
find the most substantial grounds for self- 

gratulation. 

And superadded to this cheering summary 
of material advantage and promise, we may 
felicitate ourselves upon the general peace- 
fulness and good order which have prevailed 
throughout the state. With a very few, but 
unhappily marked exceptions, the public 
tranquility has been undisturbed by out- 
breaks of violence, and there seems to bea 
pervading spirit of conciliation which has 
successfully resisted allunfriendly influences. 

The reports which are herewith transmit- 
ted to the general assembly are of unusual! 
interest and fullness, and would, if sent to 
your honorable body without comment, give 
a complete review of the public interest. 

[ therefore do not deem it important to 
makeany extended observations on what is so 
fully and satisfactorily presented by each ofti- 
cer of the government, in the details presented 
of the operations of their special departments, 
and will, in assummary a manner as possible, 
refer to the subjects discussed in each report. 

THE STATE FINANCES, 

The state treasurer reports the total amount 
inthe treasury from October 7, 15=1, to Sep- 
tember 30, 1882, the fiscal year just closed, to 
be $2,403,976.6L, and the disbursements $1 .,715,- 
507.46, leaving a balance of $60,472.15, of 
which $275,000 consists of bonds paid by the 
purchaser of the Macon and Brunswick rail- 
road. Of these securities $115,000 are state 
bonds and $160,000 United States registered 
bonds.

THE COMPTROLLER GENERAL'S REPORT. 

The comprehensive report of the c mptroll- 
er general presents a gratifying account of the 
general condition of affairs in che state. The 
property of Georgia has increased from last 
year $16,255,150; the whole amount of taxable 
property being returned at $287,249,403. The 
comptroller states that for the next two years 
the same low rate of taxation of three mills 
on the dollar, that we now have, will suffice 
for expenses. The increase last year was 
$18;977,611, the whole growth of wealth in 
two yearsrunning to $35,252,761, giving addi 
tion*lreyenue,atthe present tax,of$105,698. The 
polis returned were 236,447. The tax leviedwas 
$806,107.76, and tax cullected $741 823,60, 
leaving the remarkably small snm of $64.- 
284.16 to represent both the cost of coilection 
and the insolvent tax. Among the interest- 
ing statistics disclosed are that the increase 
in manufactures during the year was $1,061,- 
795; railroad property, $1,%86,169; city and 
town property, $4,831,186, and alike ratio of 
improvement in many other particulars, dem- 
onstrating the gratifying development of the 
state. 

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


There has been a steady growth in our pub- 
lic schools as is demonstrated by the 
port of the state school commissioner here- 
witn submitted. The school attendance ior 
the year 1580 was not given in the report of 
that year, as the statistics had not been ob- 
tained. I 1880 the attendance was 236,533— 
whites, 150,134; colored, 36,599; increase over 
1879 9,906. 1881 the attendance was 244,197; 
whites, 153,156; colored, 91,041; increase over 
1880, 7,664. The at eedance of 1882 cannot 
be given as the school work is in 
progress now. The entire sum, including 
poll tax appropriated in 1881 for the common 
schools was $363,677.32. Under local laws 
there was raised by cities and counties $154,- 
855.96, making the entire amount for the sup- 
port of these schools in the state from all 
sources, $498,533 28. The state approfpria- 
tion paid per capita on school popuiation 4&4 
cents on enroliment $1.49; on average attend- 
ance, $2.43. On the basis of both state 
and local schoo] fund, vy z: $498,533.28 the 
per capita estimate is $1.15 on school popula- 
tion; $2 ‘4 on enrollment, and $2.32 on ave- 
rage attendance. 

In, the year 1882, the state fund, estimating 
the polltax the same as the last year, will 
be $441,114 88. Ifthe amount raised under 
local laws be the same as last year. viz: $1i4,- 
855 96, the whole sum raised in the state 
would be $575,970.84, or over $77.000 increase. 
This would give per capita on schoo! popula- 
tion $1.13: on enrollment, $2.25, and on ave- 
rage attendance $5.76. 

The school law requires that arrangements 
shall be madein every county for keepiug 
schools in operation at least three months of 
the year as a condition precedent éo drawing 
the pro rata of the state school fund. These 
arrangements were made in every countyin 
the state by having parents to enter intoa 
contract te supplement the amount paid by 
the state, and thus the entire ple of the 
commonwealth have enjoyed the benefits of 
the common schools, and every child has had 
the privilege of entering and remaining for 
the term. 

The state school commissioner recommends 
an increase of appropriation to run the schouls 
for six months, and also to conduct teachers’ 
institutes, where instructors can be trained 
in teaching. An accountis given of the.in- 
stitute work already accomplished this year. 
The further recommendation is made for the 
establishment of one pernwnent 
norinal schoo! for training white teachérs, and 
it is sted to co vert the college at Mill-

RAILROAD COMMISSION

the railroad commissioners. he establ‘sh- 
ment of this department of the state govern- 
ment was preceded by a very thorough and 
able discussion, and it would seenf that it was 
demanded by a matured public opinion. 1 
bear willing testimony to the extensive re 
search, t ability and impartiality of the 
board of commissioners. From the character 
of the work which this commission was or 
ganized to execute, it was natural to expect 
no small degree of opposition and iriction in 
the orders that it might issue and the judg- 
ments it might pronounce. The degree of 
this epecsition. however, we may conclude 
from the demonstrations made, has not been 
as violent or extended as we might have rea- 
sonably expected. The Georgia railroad and 
banking company has made a case, in 
volving the jurisdiction and powers of the 
commission, which is now pending in gt 
supreme court, and which will settle |» 
constitutionality of the law creating 
commission. The board is represented) | 
gentiemen of wide and unexceptionable r 
utation for integrity and ability, and t 
would seem to be the part of wisdom dud 
justice to give the commissjon afair test and 
tg adjust our estimate of its value to the 
state by the results of its administration. 
Before dismissing this subject, I feel it to 
be my duty to ask the general assembly ‘to 
take into consideration the recommendativa 
of the commission in regard to the salary, of 
the secretary of the commission. Major 
Bacon has acquitted himself most credita- 
ble in the discharge of his duties as secre-

THE COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE. 

The state commissioner of agriculture has 
made a report, which is. herewith transmit- 
ted to your body, embracing the operations of 
two years of his department from: October 
first, 1880) to October first, 1882. 
Many of the details of the - report 
are very interesting and evince great indus 
try and intelligence in management of 
this department by the commissioner, The 
inspection of commercial fertilizersin 1880-1! 
ran to the high figure of 152,464.03 tons, 
bringing the gross amount of $76,232.03 ji 
fees, costing $12,171.80, and netting for the 
State treasury $64.00.25. In 1881-2, thein 
spection included 125,426.64 tons: gross 
anlount of fees $2,715.31, cost $12,461.99, an 
net peyment in treasury

v $00,251.32. For the 
two years the aggregate net sum paid into the 
treasury from this source was $114,311.55. I 
the five seasons since 1877-8, during which th 
state has bencfit of these fees 
the whole amount has been $250.548.28, 

The present commissioner instituted the 
existing system of analysis that has resulted 
in securing fcr our state market the highest 
grade of fertilizers sold, and giving us the 
best protection against fraudulent articles 
The importance of a rigid inspection may be 
inferred from the fact that the 277,890 tons of 
fertilizers purchased by farmers of this state, 
in the last two years cost at theordinary time 
price-of #% a ton, over $16,000,000, _ 
_ The appointment of Mr. H. C. White, pro 
lessor Offchemistry at the State university as 
State chemist, gave to the agricultural depa 
ment not only the services of an able scientis 
but also the use of the extensive laboratery of 
the university, and must have resulted iz 
great benefit to thestudents of the university 
by the enlarged practical experience afforded 
them, 

To comprehend the extent of the work done 
by the agricultural department, the report 
must be carefully read. Special attention is 
called tothe report upon fisheries and the 
recommendations made therein. Upou a 
very small sum an exceedingly beneficial 
work has been accomplished by the commis- 
sioner and his efficient co-laborer, Dr. H. H. 
Cary, in introducing the German carp in our 
state. The commissioner renews the sugges- 
tion made in his last report, that out of the 
large amount realized by the department for 
the treasury, it would greatly add to the 

ractical usefulness of the department for the 
egislature to authorize the establishment of 
an experimental farm. 

i would, before dismissing this most valua- 
ble and interesting account of the labors 
of this department, specially charged 
with the promotion of our greatest ma- 
terial interest, urge upon your atten- 
tion a fuller and more earnest dis- 
cussion than we have heretofore given to the 
claims of our agriculture. At this foundation 
of a nation’s wealth and comfort, we must be- 
gin to construct our plans of recuperation, * 
successful husbandry can sustain and bear on 
its strong shouiders the remaining industries 
ot the state, while the habitual scan iness of 
our harvests will keep us poor, and of course 
keep us powerless. With such a heritage as 
Georgia, no reasonable limit could be assigne 
to our wealth and strength,if it were wisely 
developed.

PENITENTIARY. 

The punitive system of a state is alway 
subjectof vast importance, and we may ju 
claim for Georgia tnat she has not ignored 
neglected the subject. All things consider 
we have good cause for encouragement in ¢ 
effurts to establish a judicial, merciful and e 
fective prison discipline. If the mortuary s 
tistics, the returned convicts, and in fact 4 
the results reasonably expected from 
wise system of punishment fo 
offenders against the law 
to decide our judgment, we have good ca 
for satisfaction at the measure of success 
which this state has achieved. I would call 
the special atiention of the legislature to the 
intelligent and comprehensive report of the 
principal keeper of the penitentiary, which 
places in our possession a valuable array of 
facts and figures relating to our state pr son. 
Withou. bringing the policy or the wisdom 
of our present system into the discussion, I 
regard the results which all good citizens 
seck to attain by the practical operation of 
the law establishing methods for the punish- 
ment of the criminals of the state as of great- 
est importance.

That officer reports that 
the lease has been violated by the lessee, and 
he recommends that the legislature consider 
the subject of selling t!e property. The 
attention of your body is respectiully invited 
to the matter. 

THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 

The annual report of the chancellor of the 
State university exhibits improvement in the 
condition of that time-honored institution.Du- 
ring the collegiate year,ending July 19th, 1882, 
the total number of students was 1,103, who 
received instruction at the university and its 
branches at Augusta, Dahlonega, Thomas- 
ville, Cuthbert and Milledgeville. Of this 
number there were 355 students of the college 

e. According to the report the new year 
of 1882-3 opens with 151 students at the Ath- 
ens department, as against 94 at the opening 
last year, a most decided and gratifying im- 

rovement. 
r The entire receipts of the university for the 
last fiscal year were $49,215.30, aad the expen- 
ditures $40,510.67. The cash balance from 
the two years 1881-2 is reported at $14,957.05. 
But of this balance only $2,658.07 is available 
for current uses, the remainder being unex- 
pended balances of building appropriations 
and uninvested proceeds of sales of bonds. 
The actual available income of the institu- 
tien is shown to have been, 1881-2, $31,972.80, 
and the ordinary operating expenses, $54,076. 
65, or an excess of $2,103.85 of expenses over re: 
ceipts. Tuition fees having been abolished in the 
academic and state college departments at Ath- 
‘ens, there will be no income from this source herée 


after. 
The chancellor urges upon the legislature to make 
provision for the further organization and equip- 
ment of the already very well established tecnuo- 
ical inslitute at the university. 
This institution has tuition in the 
four practical arts of physics, chemistry, en- 
gineering and agficulture. It is roposed to 
add to the institute an industrial Work shep 
the actual use of tools in every 
kind of manufacture. Your attention is 
called to the suggestions of the chancellor, 
The direction of education everywhere is practical 
and such an industrial school as is recommended 
would be an invaluable addition to the educational 
advantages of the State university, furnishing 
young men the equipment with which to begin 
iusiness ia mechanicai pursuits. 
THE LUNALIC ASYLUM. 

There arein the lunatic asylum of the state 979 
patients, this number exceeding by 100 the proper 
capacity of the institution. On the Ist of October, 
18h, there were 906 patients. Received since 257; 
discharged and died, isi The average number un- 

- der treatment was ?12. The whole number cared for 
were 1,168. The males were 486, and females 495. 
The whites were 729, and the colored 250. The 
deaths numbered 82. The appropriation for 1882 
was $125,000, and from i581 there was a balance of 
$35,5e6.95, making a total of $160,386.85, ai which 
$131,385.90 has been expended, leaving a balance on 
hand, October 1, 1882, of $28,997.95. The daily cost

‘he sum of $165,431 was appropriated for enlarg- 

ng the asylum. of which $46,000 was used, leaving 

nexpended, $120,431. The sum drawn was ex 
pended in the construction of a hospital for the 
‘oiored insane, leaving $1,573.79 of the $150,000 
om hand. The main building for the colored 
patients now in process of construction will 
contain 500 rooms. A number of the rooms 
wiil be occupied in March and the whole complet- 

and occupied during the next spring. The 
building now occupied by colored patients, upon 
he completion of the new structure, will afford 
oom for 220 white patients. This accommodation 
s greatly needed, as there are now ov¢r 200 appli- 
ants pressing fur admission who cannot be accom- 
m dated. é 

The trustees estimate that there will be 1,200 pa- 
tic: tsin 1888, requiring $160,0.0 appropriation, and 

.400 patients in 1854, requiring $190,0L0. They also 
Stimate that it will require $59,204.52 to complete 
the improvements already begun. The trustees re- 
port a decided improvement in the management of 
the asylum. in many essential particulars. I re- 
spectfully invite special attention to thre report of 

e trustees of the asylum, which is herewith trans- 
mitted to your body. 

THE DEAF AND DUMB ASYLUM. 

The twenty-second report of the boaid of trustees 
and officers of the Georgia iastitution for the edu- 
pation of the deaf and dumb embraces the opera- 

ions of that institution for the last twenty-seven 
Wronths, extendiiig from July 1, 1880, to September 
wth, 1882. The trustees declare the management 
of the asylum by its officers to have been 
very satisfactory. During fifteen months to Octo- 
ber, 188i, there were 64 pupils, all white: males 
, and females 27. In the second year to October 
, 1882, there were 60 white pupils; males 35, and 
emales 25; and 20 colored pupils; males, 12; fe- 
males, 8. The amount expended for support the 
first year was $17,376.33, and the secoud year $14,- 
68. The sum of $5,000 was appropriated to erect 
@ school building. ‘lhe trustees have not 
used the fund because of its 
insufficiency to build such a structure as is needed. 
They, therefore, have held it, and ask the general 
assembly: to increase it by a further appropriation 
of $15,000, so that a good, permanent building may 
be put up that will meet the wants of the in- 
stitution. Thefurther sum of $3,000 is asked to 
build a laundry, and $1,500 for repairs ‘and water- 
works. The estimated expense for the next two 
years is $20,000 a year. 
ASYLUM FOR THE BLIND. 
The repoit giving the condition of the asylum for 
“Mipe bling, having been delayed from some unex- 
lained ¢ause, and not yet reaching the executive 
epartment, 1 am not prepared to render youa 
statement of its operations or present wants. 
A CLAIM OF JURISDICTION BY THE FEDERAL COURTS 
1 deem it an imperative duty to cail the atten- 
tion of the general a:sembly to the claim which the 
United States district court asserts in the cases of 
violence of law when committed by the officers 
or employes of the general. government acting In 
the capacity of such publicservants. Repeated in- 
stances of violation and homicide have occurred in 
our state limits, growing out of the alle ed at- 
tempts to enforce the laws of the United States 
government. The attempts on the partof our 
state courts to assume jurisdiction and con- 
trol of such cases have been frustrated by the 
mterposition of the judicial suthorities of the 

United States, and these cases have been trans- 
ferrad to the federal courts. As a question of first 
-#mpresston, aid taking into view the matter sim- 

ly of the ‘administration of law and justice, 

his assumption of authority by the federal courts 
might not be regarded as entirely ie oes 

But when it is seen that in trials oi par- 

jes arraigued pefore these courts they 
zealously defended by their prosecuting officers, 

nd that convictions are rarely secured even in 
ases of the greatest enormity in popular estima- 
and that these violators of our laws and dis. 
rs of the public peace with avidity accept the 
ce of jurisdiction offered them, it beeomes a 
ect of interes:iug inquiry if these trials so 
pred do not amount to a refuge for offenders 
inst the laws and dignity of the state. It is with 
otions of sadness that your executive feels that 
his hour in our political history it would be 
tile for him to recur to the time-honored argu 
ents and doctrines which at one time were deemed 
rtinent in this discussion. 

The people of Georgia are not jealous of the 

-deral ceathatity when it isexerted in vindication 

the laws of the United States, but when the laws 
bf the state are wantonly violated, they feel that the 
uterest of justice requires that the offenders, 
be they foreigners, natives, private citizens, or 
federal officials, should be brought to the bar of the 
state Courts to answer for their crimes. I would, 
with much earnestness, invite the attention of the 
general assembly to this grave subject, and ask 
your honorable body to consider the expediency of 
providing proper aud ample appeapesasons for the 
prosecution of offenders in the federal courts in 
such cases as are here adduced, and for a proper 
representation of the state’s interests and dignity.

SALE OF CERTAIN LOTS BELONGING TO THE STATE. 

The last general assembly passed an act approved 
September 13, 1881, directing the governor to cause 
reg sold, certain lots and fractional lots of land 
belonging to the state, which, by an act assented to 

ber 15, 1818, had been reserved and set apart 
for educational purposes 

The third section of said first mentioned act pro- 
vides that ‘‘where any property is advertised for sale 
under this act,and the’same is bona fide claimed by 
any such person,such person May interpose a claim 
thereto,’’ etc. 

Itwas deemed advisable to ascertain from the 

the conditien of said lands. as to claim of 
ownership, and accordingly inquiry in regard 
thereto was made of the clerks of the superior courts 
in the several counties in which said lots are locat- 
ed. Replies tosaid inquiries, so faras they have 
been received, exhibit the fact that in a majority 
a instances said lots are owned or claimed by cit- 

Zz DS. 

No provision is made in said act forthe protec- 
tion of the interest of the state at said sales, and it 
is quite certain, in view of the foregoing, that the 
sums which would be bid for said lots would be 
insignificant. 

In order that useless and expensive litigation be- 
tween the state and h-rcitizens might be avoided, 
I deemed it proper to withold the action required of 
the government by the act referred to, and to ask 
the further consideration of the subject by the gen.

OBSTRUCTION OF THE PASSAGE OF FISH IN THE SAVAN- 

NAH RIVER 

By a joint resclution of the general assembly, ap- 
proved september 28, ISS1, the governor was in- 
structed to havefull and eomplete investigation 
made of the obstruction of the passage of fish in 
the savannah river, caused by the dam of the Au- 
gusta Canal company, and of the feasibility of pro- 
viding sufficient fish-waysin said dam. LF Liv- 
ingston,H H Carey and S Newman 
were appoiuted to make such in- 
vestigation. After visiting Augusta and examining 
the nature of the obstructiou, they reported to the 
governor that, while they were satisfied it was en- 
tirely practicable to remedy the evil complained of, 
they were unable to make a definite recommenda- 
tion in regard to the construction of proper fish- 
ways, Without first observing the plan and operation 
of such structures in other places. It being one of 
the prime objects of said resolution to secure this 
information, said commissioners were authorized 
by an executive order, of date August 18, 1882, to 
visit and inspect the McDonald fish-ways in the 
James and Rappahannock rivers -in the state of 
Virginia; the airwave at Lawrence, Massachusetts, 
and the vanous models of such structures in the 
Smithsonian Institute at Washington § City. 
The result of such inspection, and the 
recommendation of the commissioners, based there- 
on,Will be found in their report accompanying this 
communication. As there remains no fundin the 
treasury from which the expenses of the commis- 
sioners, incurred in making said investigation, 
could be paid, I respectfully recommend that an 
amount sufficient for that purpose be appropriated 
by the general assembly. 

DRAINAGE OF CHATHAM COUNTY, 

I submit to the legislature the report of the board 
appointed for the prosecution of this important 
work and the disbursement of the appropriation 
made to effect it. It will be seen that they ask for 
an additional sum for a further prosecution of the 
enterprise which seems to be one of very great im- 
portance. Savannah,our great port,has ever been to 
the people of Georgia a cherished interest and pride, 
and we have good grounds for believing that in the 
labors of this board we already can mark the most 
beneficial results, it would be well to consider the 
great good that may be accomplished by continuing 
and generously sustaining the pullic spirited gen- 
tlemen who compose it. “ 

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

In 1875 a law was passed and approved establish- 
ing a state board of health. The board was organ- 
ized under this law and entered upon its duties. 
The members of the board received no compensa- 
tion for their services, and were only allowed their 
expenses while discharging their duty as a board. 
The sum required for the printing the transactions 
of the board was $1,500 per annum. During the 
two years of activeexistence of the body it ren- 
dered valuable service to thestate, but the failure 
of the legislature to make the annual appropria- 
tion caused a suspension of the labors of the board, 
and its sessions have been discontinued. It may be 
sroper to.state that the credit of establishing a 

oard of health was, atan early date, due to the 
state of Georgia as among the foremost promoters 
of the measure, and such an agency is now 
deemed indispensible by most of the states of the 
union. 

PARDONS, 

In conformity with the requirements of the con- 
stitution, a list is furnished to the general assembly 
of the pardons granted by the executive in the last 
two years, with the reasons for the same. The 
number of cases in which it has been proper to ex- 
ercise clemency, has, of necessity, to some extent 
increased from various Causes Ten years ago on 
account of the more numerous disorders resulting 
from the war, and the unsettled state of society, 
longer terms of punishment wereinflicted than are 
usual now for similar offenses In many offenses 
the penalties have been diminished by statute. It 
has been d2emed proper to approximate penalties 
to the present standard in meritorious cases. 

STATE OF THE COMMONWEALTH. 

Without assuming anything to which we may 
not justly claim for the fortunes of the state, we 
may, with great satisfaction, make a retrospect of 
our progress in the last six years: 

In 1877 the taxable property of the state was $235.,- 
659,530; in 1881-2, $287,249,403; increase, $51,589,873. 

Kate of taxation in 1877 was 5 mills on the dollar: 
now itis 3 mills. 

The gross amount of taxation in 1877 was $1,178.- 
297; im 1881, $861,748, diminishing the amount of 
taxes annually over $316,540. 

‘In 1876 the cost of collecting the tax, including 
insolvents, was over $200,000; now this cost is, in-’ 
cluding insolvents, $64,284 16; making difference in 
favor of the state of $135,715.84. 

-ln the same time we - have 
collected of back taxes, due 
from railroads in the state, $200 000 and established 
the right of the state to recover as anual tax on the 
same roads $40,000 more than was previously paid. 

Our state securities, that were quoted at parin 
<< eats greatly appreciated and are now quoted 
at lls. 

In 1877 our public debt was $11 044,000, with an 
annual interest of over $00,000. We now owe 
$9,624,135, with an annual interest of $645,446. 
Showing thatin six years nearly $1,500,000 of the 
public debt has been paid, and the interest aceount 
reduced $150,000. 

In 1876 we carried a floating Cebt of $256,000. This 
debt has been entirely extinguished. 

For years the State has not had to borrow a dollar 
tomeet expenses ofthe government, but on the 
contrary, we have been able to call in some of our 
bonds beforethey weredue. Within the last six 
years we have been able tocover in the treasury 
nearly a quarter million of dollars, which have 
been secured by pressing the collection of long 
standing claims of the state.

We must not forgetin theinnumeration of par- 
ticulars of the advanced condition of our state in- 
teregyis, to give due prominence to the success of 
our penal system. 

he mortuary rate in our state prisons, we be- 
lieve, is without a parallel. This rate of less than 
one per cent is below that of any other state whose 
reports are accessible to us. The reform rate, esti- 
mated by the number of convicts returned to the 
prison, is not over 4 per cent, and these results have 
been achieved without cost to the state. May we 
not claim that in the three great essentials of good 
prison discipline, economy, humanity and reform, 
Georgia stands pre-eminent? And last, but far 
from least, we may express a laudable pride in the 
advancement in our sducational facilities. 4n 1879 
the attendance on our public schools was 179,405; in 

1881 it was 244,197, an increase of 64,792. Of this in- 
crease 31,738 were white children, and 33,054 were 
colored. 

In this hasty summary, we have presented a chap- 
ter in the hi tory of our beloved siate replete with 
cheering indications and facts. To the critical eye 
ef the capitalist and business man, as well as to the 
mind of the ardent, patriotic son of Georgia, we be- 
hold throughout our borders the brightest promise 
for the future of our state.

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GOVERNOR STEPHENS’S OFFICIAL 
MAJORITY MADE UP. 


The Vote fer Governor Counted up Officially in the 
Legislature Yesterday, and Found to Keach 
the Above Figures—The Regular Daily 
Proceedings of Both Houses. 


The chief work of the legislature yesterday 
was counting the official vote of Governor 
Stephens. This work took up the afternoon, 
but when completed was most gratifying. 
The most important work of the senate was 
the confirmatidn of Railroad Commissioner 
Trammell, Agricultural Commissioner 
Henderson, and four county judges, 
and the appointment of the 
committee on redistricting the state. In the 
house the reception and reading of the gov- 
ernor’s last message was the event of the day. 
The question of redistricting was brought up 
and tabled. A committee of arrangements for 
hiring a hall for the inaugural of Governor 
Stephens is to be appointed. 

A resolution was introduced for dropping 
all State road lease litigation and it was laid 
over. 

THE SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

The senate met yesterday at 10 a. m., and 
was called to order by President Boynton. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. John Jones, chap- 
lain of the senate. The roll was called, and 
the journal was read. Mr. Hoyt, of the com- 
mittee appointed to notify the governor of the 
organization of the senate, reported that the 
co:;rn.mittee bad discharged that duty, and that 
the governor would send in a communication 
during the morning On acall of the roll no 
bills were introduced. Mr. BuBignon pre- 
sented a resolution for the appointment of a 
joint committee of nine from the senate and 
tifteen from the house to prepare a report on 
redistricting the state. Several amendments 
were submitted, but one presented by Mr. 
Tutt was adopted. It provided for the ap- 
pointment of one committeeman from 
each congressional district on the part 
of the senate and two committeemen 
from each congressional district on the part of 
the hcuse. A message from the governor and 
a message from the house were received. A 
resolution was presented by Mr. Hoyt for the 
convening of the two houses to open the 
election returns. The resolution was adopted. 
On motion of Mr. Davis the governor’s mes- 
sage was taken up and read. On motion of 
Mr. Peeples 200 copies were ordered to be 
printed.

Bruxswick, October 27.—Under the sub- 
heading, “The history of the Bicycle,”’ in an 
article headed, ‘“‘The Hub’s Wheels” in your 
issue of the 22d instant? your Boston corres: 
pondent has fallen into error in. stating that 
the first velocipede built in this country was 


put up by one Pierre Lallement, a French- 
man, in the year 1866. By reference to the 
enclosed article, taken from the Brunswick 
Advertiser and Appeal of July 15, 1882, it 
will be seen that the first ve- 
hicle of the velocipede’ kind put 
up in this country dates back at least 
fourteen years beyond the one in question 
The present tricycles work on the very same 
principle as our machine (for, you observe, I 
was one of the builders), only we used four 
wheels instead of three. Our’s was abandoned 
not because it did not work, but because we 
discovered, just what others have, that the 
front wheels must be large, and, being only 
bovs, and without tools or money, we could 
neither build nor purchase the necessary front 
wheels, and so abandoned the project. Dr. 
Robert Stacy. the other builder with myself, 
was for many years a resident of your city 
yrevious to his moving to New York. No, 
fr. Editor; the first velocipede built in this 
country, and probably in the world, was put 
up and run by two southern boys about the 
year 1852, and the front axle of it is te-day 
stored up; as a relic, in my father’s old barn 
in Liberty county. T. G. Stacy. 
THE FIRST VELOCIPEDE. 
From the Brunswick, Ga., Advertiser. 

Just thirty yearsago, in thecounty of Liberty, 
and the village of Flemington, probably the first 
vehicle of the velocipede, tricycle, or bicycle kind 
saw ‘he lightin Georgia, and, for aught we know, 
was the first in the south or even the United States. 
It was built by two lads, cousins (respectively 
thirteen and fourteen years of age), named Stacy, 
and known everywhere throughout that section as 
Bob and Tom. 
the boys. Bob being the master builder and the 
older of the two a! one yéar. The. Machine 
was crude in its make. for {it was built by boys, with 
out teols, but it had the principles of cycles of che 
present day, with one advantage, which was that it 
utilized both the weight and muscle of the rider. 
The machine had four wheels, each about two feet 
high, connected by iron axles made firm in the 
wheels, upon which rested a frame with standards 
anda railing. The front axle was made with a 
double crank in the center, thus:

Beet, 

Upon these cranks were treadles, the rear end of 
which were swung from the hind axle. Jo propel 
the machine the operator would stand on these 
treadles, holding on to the railing of the frame, and 
whilst bearing alternately upon these treadles, 
would press down by pulling upward on the rail- 
ing. The machine was abandoned by the boys 
when they found that to secure any degree of. speed 
they must have large wheels. These they were un- 
able to procure 

We do notassert positively, but we feel contident 
that this was the first machine of the kind ever pro- 
pelled on adirtroad These two boys still live. 
Une is a practicing physician in New York city, and 
the other isthe writer, the editor of this paper.

THE CULTURE OF JUTE. 

Some months ago we made brief editorial 
allusion to the offorts of Colonel Richard 
Peters, of this city, to introduce the culture 
of ramie and jute in Georgia. By means of 
his experiments it has been demonstrated 
that both these plants will flourish and thrive 
in the climate of Georgia. Heretofore the 
only difficulty in the way of making them 
the basis of a vast industry is the lack of ma- 
chinery to prepare the fibre quickly and 
cheaply for market. Upon Colonel Peters’s 
place in Gordon county both plants grow 
luxuriantly, andif they thrive in that lati- 
tude there is no part of Georgia where they 
will not grow. 

A Mr. T. A. Smith, of St. Louis, has in- 
vented amachine for the manipulation of 
jute stalks, and the experiments made in the 
presence of persons interested in the promo- 
tion of jute culture are said to be very satis- 
factory. The principal experiment was 
made on the Menelas plantation in Missis- 
sippi, with jute, freshly cut and fresh from 
the field. The machine may be used in the 
jute field, and will there seperate the fibre 
from the woody portidns of the stalk. It 
‘works upthe butts the same as the middle 
portion of the stalk, It leaves the fibre 
straight and free from snarls, and well sepa- 
rated frem the woody matter. There is but 
little waste or loss of fibrein the operation, 
and the work can be done with satisfactory 
rapidity. 

The principal features of the machine are 
an appron, on which the jute stalks are 
placed ; behind this two cylinders'seven inches 


behind these two fluted cylinders of about 
the same length and diameter; then revolv- 
ing combers and scrapers that separate the 
wood from the fibre; then parallel brush 
apron that brush the fibre straight and 
smooth. From the interior of the revolving 
decorticator or scraper a spray of water is 
constantly thrown on the broken fibre as it 
ers.

gummy matter from the fibre, and it gives it 
a softer feeling te the touch and completely 
separates the fibres from each other. It also 
removes the green color and leaves it white, 
which makes it more marketable. It takes 
from ten to fifteen days to rot the fibre prop- 
erly; then it is in marketable shape after it is 
dried. 

After the fibre is thus prepared, it is water- 
rotted to give it marketable whiteness and 
flexibility. A New York dealer saysit should 
be run through a hackle as it is done in India. 
This process will add to its market value. The 
difticulty heretofore has been that the south- 
ern planters were unable to compete with the 
cheap hand !abor in India, but, with the 
proper machinery, it is thought they will be 
able to produce the jute fibre in such quanti- 
ties and at such a price as wili give them con- 
trol of the market. 

With the new machine, itis claimed that 
American jute can be produced and prepared 
for market at a total cost of 2 to 2% cents a 
pound.: The imported article is now selling 
at 4 to 414 cents, a very low figure, compared 
with the average price; but with the increase 
of production will come an increased demand, 
and American producers will be able to real- 
ize handsome profits. —_

What the Leading Politicians of the State are Doing 
Among the People—The Seventh and Ninth 
Congressional Districtse—The State in Gen- 
eral— Letters from Well Kuaown Men. 


ALLEGED INSINU ATIONS, 
From the Augusta Chronicle. 

The Atlanta correspondent of the Macon Tele- 
graph is an adeptin the use of the word ‘‘alleged’’ 
in order to make public certain bits of gossip sup- 
posed to be floating around the state capital. 
These ‘‘alleged’’ statements are used toconvey se- 
rious charges against. public men. We are told of 
‘an alleged alliance believed to have been formed 
last winter in Washington between Senator Brown, 
Governor Colquitt and Mr. Stephens.’’

is likely enough. Butit is quite true, we -think, 
that Mr. Stephens fora long time afterward was 
averse to the proposition, and gave it no serious 
consideration. But what harm was there in such a 
proposition, offered in good faith and absolutely 
without condition? Ifit met the approval of Sena- 
tor Brown, whose judgement cannot be questioned, 
Governor Colquitt must have donea wise and patri 
Otic thing. Indeed, considering the coalition then 
forming under Felton, Gartrell & Co., it was just 
the very wisest thing that could have been done,aad 
must have so commended itself to Mr. Stephens.

. For Judge of the Supreme Court. 

The author of this communication is a member 
of the general assembly and bas been familiarly ac- 
“quainted with Judge Lester from his boyhood, and 
siinply wishes to make some statements in favor of 
hiselection tothe place which he seeks and in 
which his many friends are anxious to see him 
placed. 

A lifetime acquaintance with Judge Lester en- 
ables me to know that his character is absolutely 
irreproochable,and it can be further said of him that 
from early boyhood to this day he has lab~-red with 
the best energies of his head, heart 
ane tongue in every enterprise that 
looked to the moral _ elevation of * his 
race and the maintenance of Christian civilization 
in his country. Is not this something in his favor’ 
Is it nota good recommendation of » man for of- 
fice, to truthfully say of him, that his character is 
without blot. blemish o: stuinu, and that he has al- 
ways been the actrve friend of truth and virtue? 

More still. Judge Lester, within the personal 
knowledge of the writer, began life a poor, father- 
Jess boy, in an obscure village not very many miles 
from this city,and by dint of industry, fo eos 
ance, energy and the never-failing pluck of a heroic 
manhood, has won his way to. the 
rank of the legal profession, and _ for 
years made as good a circuit 
as ever sat upon the judicial bench 
of Georgia. He has probabiy studied law 
as Closely and as diligently as any nan in the state, 
and the records of the courts in which he has been 
accustomed to appear as a lawyer, will attest the 
fact thai but few lawyers in Georgia have practiced 
their profession with greater skill or more uniform 
success. Do not these elements of character go to 
qualify aman forjudge of the supremecourt?

When did he ever 
falter when Georgia’s honor or-interest was at 
stake? Itis knownand read of all men that in all 
the dark periods of her history, whether in peace 
or war Judge Lester has shirked no duty, dodged 
mo respousibility, spared nolabor, witheld no sac- 
rifice that the good of the commonwealth demand- 
ed. Theempty sleeve that hangs at his sideisa 
continual and living proot of his gallantry, and 
that he laid on the altar of his country the sacrifice 
ofhisrightarm. Is notall this something in his 
favor? Donot labor, and toil, and sacrifice for 
one’s state and people commend a man 
to favorable consideration, and where other things 
are equal, ought we not to honor such men? 
Finally, Judge Lester has been tried in several po- 
‘sitions of responsibility and trust, and never failed 
to justify the confideu:e reposed in him.

THE STATE ROAD CASE, 


The Question of the Validity of the Lease in its 
Preliminaries. 

The supreme court yesterday took up the 
state roaa lease case in the preliminary ques- 
tion of whether proceedings in the courts be- 
low should continue or the supreme court 
consider the appeal made by the counsel for 
the lessees on the decision of Judge Willis 
refusing the two injunctions prayed for. 
Judge Willis had certified the bill of excep- 
tions to his rulings, but had ordered that 
the trial of the case proceed in Fulton supe 
rior court. The questions involved are the 
ownership of a majority of stock in the lease 
inside the state and the sufticiency of the 
bond of, the lessees. Before the time came 
for the trial of the case in the court below 
counsel tor the lessees obtained a writ of pro- 
hibition from the supreme court to prevent 
Judge Willis from hearing the case, 
after . he had signed : a oa 
exceptions to the supreme court. 
Thus thecase comes up. Judge Jackson 
was disqualified to preside in the case as 
he was a brother-in-law of John T. Grant, 
one of the lessees. A full bench was,de- 
sired by counsel and the case was delayed 
on this account until yesterday. Judge 
fompkins was agreed on as the substitute for 
Judge Jackson. : 

The argument was opened by Judge Lyon 
for the state, who made an able and exbaus- 
tive argument. He was followed by Major 
J. Cumming in a _ strong speéch 
for the rights of the lessees and against the 
decision of the court below. After him came 
Mr. Julius Brown, who was not through read- 
ing the record of the case when the court ad- 
journed. The argument will be concluded 
to-day and it is probable that a decision will 
be rendered next Tuesday. As counsel for 
the state, appear Attorney-General Anderson, 
Judge Lyon and Captain Henry Jackson. 
The lessees are represented by Julius-Brown, 
General Lawton, Governor Smith and Major 
J. B. Cumming. General Toombs has ap- 
peared in other proceedings in the case as the 
special counsel of Charles Phinizy, of Au- 
gusta, one of the lessees, but he was not in 
the supreme court yesterday. 

3 A NEW FEATURE 


in this important case appeared in the house 
of representatives yesterday, when a resolu- 
tion was offered to the effect that the governor 
instruct the attorney general to discontinue 
all proceedings in the case, as it seemed likely 
the state would be thereby involved in long 
and expensive litigation without any chance 
of material benefit. Under the rules of the 
house the resolution was lain on the table for 
one oe and will therefore be taken up to- 
day. The case may thus be made more com- 
plicated than it is now, although it is in two 
courts, and three or four warmly contested 

uestions have been raised on the very 
threshold of its consideration.

A CHATTANOOGA GIRL. 


The Trials of a Young Giri who Loved Neither 
: Wisely nor Well’ 

The station house was the central point for 
sensation lovers yesterday. During the day 
and until midnight last night a pretty 
blonde of sixteen was 4 est of 
Chief Connolly. To the observer 
it was apparent that she was not accustomed 
to the society of officers, or to a seat in a place 
so public. Her face was pleasant and attrac- 
tive and her manner and style of conversa- 
tion agreeable. She was neatly dressed ina 
plain black silk, while a tasty hat, from under 
which a wealth of golden hair was seen, cov- 
ered her head. 

“Who is she?’ asked a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter of Chief Connolly, after gazing at her 
afew seconds, as she sat’ with her hands 
folded across her lap. 

“A young lady from Chattanooga. She 
came upon the train from Jonesboro last 
night, and soconducted herself as to arouse 
the sympathy of a gentleman on the train 
that he came to me and told me what he saw 
and learned: His story caused me to instruct 
Captain Couch to look into the matter, and 
the investigation ended in bringing her here. 
But let her tell you her story,’’ was the chief's 
reply. 

Turning tothe young lady, the reporter 
asked her if she would talk of her troubles. 
For a second she hesitated and then, 
brushing atear from her eye, she said: 

“Why should I hesitate? My name is Ida 
Burke, and my home is in Chattanooga. My 
father is dead, but I havea stepfather, and, of 
course, my home is not so pleasant as it 
might be. Forsome time past I have been 
engaged to a young man who is now in Gritiin. 
His name is Derritk. Monday morning | left 
home to go to Griffin to marry him, I ar- 
rived there Monday evening, and he met me 
at the depot and took me to the hotel. We 
matter over, and he agreed to 
marry me atonce. Thenext day—Tuesday— 
I was introduced at the hotel to a man by the 
name of Howard. That day we took a 
ride which so displeased Mr. Derrick that he 
wrote me a note telling me to go back home. 
I was not prepared for this but, Mr. Howard 
learned of my trouble andcame to me ofter- 
ing to take me back home. He seemed to 
feel so sorry forme and talked so friendly 
that 1 couldsee no harm in accepting his 
kindness. We started that night, but when 
we got to Jonesboro, got off and stayed all 
night at the hotel. The next day we came to 
Atlanta and Howard induced me to stop ata 
hotel Wednesday night. [his morn- 
ing he sent me to another 
boarding house, where I remained until the 
policeman came for me. I did not know any- 
thing about the character of the house until 
the ofticer told me. But I am going home 
to-night.”’ 

Miss Burke, when found by Captain Couch, 
was in adisreputablebouse. Soon after she 
was taken to the station house a telegram 
was sent to her nother, telling her of her 
daughter’s trouble, and in obedience to a re- 
turn message from her, Chief Connolly ,sent 
her home last night. 


A NATURALIZATION QUESTION. 

Mr., Epiror: May lask your aidin an object 
that when a case is presented it must show the ne- 
cessity ot action from asuperior power over that 
of local usages. 

The attention of your governor, December of last 
year, was called to the case ofa foreigner, who was 
convicted in the superior court in the city of Savan 
nah for two years to your state prison. It is true the 
prisoner did not go there. Why? Because an un- 
usual thing took place, namely: Your governor 
immediately sent the prisoneran unconditional 


pardon Among the words used in the pardon were: 
fhe judge who tried, the solicitor general who 
prosecuted, the jury whoconvicted and the county 
officers aud best citizens urge the pardon of —, 
as a case of touching and unusual character. Why 
was it unusual or touching” 

Before the trial, December 14, 1881, the counsels 
for the “splepand after receiving one hundred and 
fifty dollars were requested to get otf the case, and 
remove their names from the cause, but they tailed 
todo so, andin consequence the prisoner had no 
power by local usages to compel them to do so 

By such usage a prisoner is prevented from ob- 
tainining other assistance. Lecal prerogatives. 

Kven after conviction a prisoner is barred appeal ; 
as no other lawyer will move until the cause is free 
to engage; and the prisoner convicted is suspended 
between state’s prison and the local usage of allow- 
ing to keep their names. Why on the prisoner’s 
cause” 

Is this law? Is there no law to compel lawyers to 
remove their names from a cause without the client 
presuming by hig presence in a court to compel it? 

So you, sir, see the effect the lawyersin this case 
must have had a powerful reason in staying aftera 
request to retire. What wasit? These lawsers set 
up a plea of insanity for the prisoner. Let ussee if 
the prisoner was insane. 

On the morning of the 26th day of April, 1880, the 
prisoner convicted went to the store of ——— Bros.., 
wholesale grocers, of this city, and asked for his 
notes, which he had paid; he was told they were 
lost,and nosatisfaction of them would begiven,and 
was ordered out the place with the remurk: ‘‘Sue for 
them. one law-suit will bust you; we,the Jews,can 
buy judge, jury,cou.sel,all,’’and the language thus 
used was repeated by the prisoner to his counsel. 

As the prisoner was leaving the store, as he was 
ordered, hands were laid on him and he resisted. 

The clerk,one of the famiiy,picked upa pen-knife; 
the prisouer being armed naturally defended him- 
self, particularly when one of the partners picked 
atchet as also did his son; during the melee 
the partner was cut slightly in the arm; (so the 
doctor who attended him said). The prisoner 
was given into custody at police barracks, a sur- 
geon was sent for who dressed his wounds, (two 
cutsin the head and a finger broken): clothing 
torn and saturated with blood, and instantly 
dragged before a magistrate; this dignatory was 
sought for,notwithstanding there were three or four 
of the profes ion nearer to the scene than this one. 

The prisoner being so badly used was unable at 
that moment to give an intelligent account to the 
magistrate, and in consequence was committed by 
him to a& common jail, and bail re- 
quired in the enormoussum of three thousand dol- 
lars. Real estate. ; 
_ On or about November 12th, 1581, this same mag- 
istrate said to Mr, after many delays for the 
prisoner to obtain a trial, ‘‘We, the Jews, wiil not 
allow Mr. , the prisoner, to have a trial.’’ 

Un theday of trial, December 14th, 1881’ this mag- 
istrate did not swear to the truth; this ma te 
yet holds his high position, and everything indi- 
caies a continuance of it notwithstanding he

In ths August number, 1879, there appeared in 
the London Contemporary Review, an article, 
“Chief Juscice,’’ written by Henry Compton, Q. C. 
He states: ‘‘Unreasorable delays on one side or 
the other, excite suspicion. Time is required for 
fraudulent inventions, and maneuvers—whether 
concocted by the parties, or by the counsel draw- 
ing up the perjured. affidavits iu their chambers.”’ 
‘A system of cheap, speedy, loeal, and efficient 
jnstice would doubtless be very disagreeable to the 
wrong doer and contract breaker, who profit by the 
law's delays. Complicated, protracted, expensive 
james, such as the lawyer's soul is supposed to de- 
ight in, is more of a terror to the injured, 
than to the injurer; why is this? because we know 
that, apart from the uncertainty, success is very of 
ten a money loss.”’ 

The case of the prisoner was postponed several 
times, and against his wishes. Owing tothe numer- 
ous postponements of this case,I had a card publish- 
ed in the Savannah Morning News of November 14, 
1881, asking for a suspension of opinion: yet local 
usages kept the lawyers on the case. Why? who 
knows? Certainly the prisoner did not. The pris- 
oner was known favorably. Intellectually, far 
beyond that of an ordinary shop-keeper. Your 
present governor was favorably known for some 
years to the prisoner, and to the incoming governor 
it was the prisoner’s pleasure to meet at a dinner ta- 
ble, being presented by General Toombs. On the 
day of trial, December 14th, 1881, a nephew of the 
prosecutor swore that when Mr. ——, the prisoner, 
come to our store, it was for the purpose of procur- 
ing certain notes. Oneof the partners swore the 
notes came in, and when paid we took them up. 
Notwithstanding this testimony, the prisoner was 
necessitated to sue for the recovery of the claims, 
May 16th, 1882, and recovered, in the city court: 
and all this in the nineteenth century.
